"Due to the critical shortage of 
gasoline, bus and truck operators 
in the Philadelphia area were di- 
rected, through the public press, to 
cut their vehicle mileage 40 per 
cent, effective 12:01 A. M., May 
24. 1943. 

-We carefully checked with 
Office of Defense Transportation in 
Washington and the Public Utility 
Commission in Harrisburg and were 
advised that the situation required 
immediate action. It was the en- 
deavor of Red Arrow Lines to re- 
duce bus miles where it would 
cause the least Inconvenience and 
hardship to our patrons. Red Ar- 
row Lines complied with those in- 
structions on time because we felt 
that it was better to make an im- 
mediate cut rather than waiting 
and having to make a more severe 
cut later, due to the fact that we 
had expended excess gaaolLne dur- 
ing the period in which the saving 
would have to be made. 

"As soon as the gasoline situation 
becomes less critical, service will be 
restored to the extent permitted by 
the Government authorities.

YOUR RATION CALENDAR 

GASOLINE — "A" book coupons No. 6, good for four gal- 
lons each, became valid May 22 outside the eastern gasoline 
shortage area. Within the East coast shortage area, "A" book, 
coupons No. , good for three gallons each, must last through 
July 21. 

SUGAR — Coupon No. 12, good for 5 lbs. Must last through 
May 31. Coupon No. 13 becomes valid June 1, and will be good 
for 5 lbs. through August 15. Coupons No. 15 and 16 became 
good May 24 for 5 lbs. each for home canning purposes. House- 
wives may apply to their local boards for additional rations if 
necessary. 

COFFEE — Stamp No. 23 (1 lb.) good through May 30. 

FUEL OIL — Period 5 coupons valid in all zones until Sep- 
tember 30. 

SHOES — No. 17 stamp in War Ration Book One good for 
one pair through June 15. Stamp No. 18 (1 pr.) will become 
effective June 16. 

MESAT, ETC.— Red stamps E, F. G, H. J remain valid 
through May. 

PROCESSED FOODS — Blue stamps G, H, J remain valid 
through June 7. K, L, M became valid May 24. 

DESTROY EXPIRED RATION STAMPS 

Housewives are urged to destroy all expired red or blue 
ration stamps to help guard against black markets in food. Re- 
ports to OPA indicate that many storekeepers have asked their 
customers for expired stamps, and in turn used them to buy more 
food from wholesalers. Because foods bought at wholesale with 
these stamps can be sold at retail without points, every expired 
stamp given to a storekeeper is a potential contribution to an 
illegal market. 

CANNING SUGAR 

Sugar for home canning can be obtained by using stamps 
15 and 16 in War Ration Book One, instead of "sugar allow- 
ance coupons" as previously announced. Each stamp is worth 
five pounds. Consumers who require more than ten pounds per 
person for canning will apply to their local ration boards for 
an additional allowance. 

tATION BOOK 3 

Applications for War Ration Book No. 3, which will pro- 
vide stamps to replace those now running out in existing books, 
are now being distributed by letter carriers. Each application 
is good for a single individual or an entire family. Consumers 
will fill out and return application cards to OPA mail centers 
between June 1 and June 10. OPA centers will mail books to 
applicants. 

ICE CREAM 

Retailers cannot force their customers to buy an equal 
amount of sherbert or any other frozen confection to obtain 
bulk or packaged ice cream. OPA and WPA have emphasized. 
This requirement is a violation of the prohibition against tie-m 
sales under the general maximum price regulation. 

USED INNER TUBES 

Used inner tubes for passenger car or truck tires can now 
be purchased without a ration certificate. It is estimated that 
there are about 765,000 used passenger car tubes and 225,000 
used truck tubes now idle in dealers stocks. All rationing regu- 
lations have been removed on used tubes to help conserve the 
supply of new ones. 

FURLOUGH ON INDUCTION 

The War Department has authorized extension from seven 
days to fourteen days of the furlough period between the day 
of induction and the date men must report for duty. This change 
will be made in all commands not later than July 1. After July 
1, but before September 1. the period will be increased from 
fourteen days to twenty-one days. 

STOVES TO BE RATIONED 

Heating and cooking stoves using coal, wood, oil or gas 
as fuel be placed under rationing regulations late in June. Efter 
that time a purchase certificate from a local ration board must 
be presented before a stove may be purchased. Certificates will 
be issued on the basis of need 

POULTRY PRICE VIOLATIONS 

More poultry violators are facing OPA enforcement pro- 
ceedings. Between April 15 and May 15 court actions were 
started against another 113. Injunctions to restrain sellers from 
over-charging were asked in 84 cases. The remainder were 
criminal actions. 

SCOUTING FOR SCRAP 

More than a million boy scouts and cub scouts will tramp 
the woods and valleys of America this summer on a new kind 
of scouting expedition. They will be exploring for heavy scrap 
ron that can later be brought in to collection points. Over- 
light camps will permit the boys to cover a wider territory and 
io carry some lights crap back, to collection trucks. 

EXCEEDING SPEED LIMIT 

Recent checks in 1 1 states showed average speeds as high 
as 47 miles an hour, the Public Roads Administration has an- 
nounced. Speeds approximated the 35-mile limit only in Maine, 
Minnesota, North Carolina, and Oklahoma, except that in Min- 
nesota the average speed of buses was 45 miles per hour. Earlier 
this year, speed counts showed national averages of 37 miles an 
hour for passenger cars, 35 for trucks, and 37 for busses. The 
present national average cannot be acurately determined un- 
til additional reports are received. 

CARBON MONOXIDE 

Because the hazards of carbon monoxide poisoning have 
increased greatly with the shortages of certain fuels, the U. S. 
Bureau of Mines has published a circular describing home pro- 
tective measures to minimize dangers from this gas and methods 
of treating persons affected by it. A colorless, odorless, and 
tasteless gas, carbon monoxide is deadly when inhaled with an 
insufficient supply of oxygen.

SUCCESSFUL 
PARENTHOOD

We have all known professional 
martyrs. As a matter of fact, in 
the days when families were large 
and included, as a rule, at least 
one set of grandparfents and an 
aunt or uncle it was an unusual 
family which didn't have a martyr 
all its own — the one who took every 
casual remark as a slight, who was 
sure everybody imposed upon him 
or tier, hut who was determined to 
bear up bravely. 

The martyr rarely received the 
sympathy a sick personality should 
have because it is a trait of inar- 
tyi*H to play for sympathy, and hu- 
man beings are just contrary 
enough not to grant what they are 
continually begged for. Now the 
reason we are writing about mar- 
tyrs Is to show that they really are 
to be pitied, for most of them are 
made In childhood. A child doesn't 
realize that every time the tendency 
to feel abused Is indulged he is 
bringing his personality a step 
nearer to a martyr complex. But 
parents should know this and guard 
against it. 

The best approach to warding off 
the attitude that one isn't getting 
a square deal is the positive one — 
that is. teaching a child to be aware 
of the feelings of others Instead of 
concentrating on his own. This ca- 
pacity for understanding how 
others feel is known as empathy. 

The reason empathy is so impor- 
tant In adjusting oneself to others 
is that we have to be able to under- 
stand how others are feeling in or- 
der to interpret their actions to- 
ward us. I can best Illustrate this 
with a story about a friend of mine 
who has taken an eight-year-old 
girl to live with her because the 
child's mother Is mentally ill. My 
friend knew she must prepare the 
girl for remarks other children 
would make. But Instead of warn- 
ing her, "Now you musn't pay any 
attention to what bad children 
say," the foster mother talked the 
whole situation over with the child. 
Then she said, "Now and then som* 
of your friends may envy you If 
you get a better mark in arithme- 
tic, or have on a new dress, or may- 
he you won't be mixed up in It at 
all — they may just be feeling hurt 
about a scolding at honie — but It ia 
at such times that they may say 
unkind things to you about your 
mother. They'll be Borry afterwards 
but you just remember that it was 
their own unhapplness which 
prompted the remark, and feel 
sorry for them instead of for your- 
self." 

Don't go to the extreme, how- 
ever, of discounting all a child's 
grievances as Imaginary. Parents 
frequently show favoritism' to a 
particularly handsome or gifted 



child, leaving the other children in 
the family with an aching sense of 
Inadequacy on a child's part to vs- 
agpvr.i' " slights, or In make a vir- 
tue of too patient forbearance. It 
is healthy for children to put up a 
Until for their rights. So encourage 
this trait, loo. along oneself. In or- 
der to forestall an attitude of mar- 
tyrdom in children.

The agent 
listened, and felt sorry for the 
young fellow; also he was a bit 
llattered to be asked advice. At lost 
the man became sympathetic. There 
was some red tape that must be 
attended to, but finally a way was 
worked out which would enable the 
ngent tu do his duty without ar- 
resting Mikkelsen The boy had 
turned an unsympathetic man into 
a sympathetic one by apepallng to 
lilm instead of trying to out-argue 
him.

J.HESE are the times that try men's souls. The summer 
soldier and the sunshine patriot will, in this crisis, shrink from the 
service of their country; but he that stands it now deserves the love 
and thanks of man and woman. Tyranny, 
like hell, is not easily conquered." 

So wrote Thomas Paine during the dark 
days of the Revolutionary War, words as 
true today as when they were conceived. 
Thomas Paine was a poor corsetmaker in 
England, who came to America to seek 
a better way of life. His pamphlet, "Com- 
mon Sense," was a leading weapon in crys- 
tallizing the sentiment of the American 
workers and farmers and bringing about 
the Revolutionary War. 

An excellent novel about this great 
American, and a timely book to read now 
is "Citizen Tom Paine" by Howard Fast. 
Howard Fast is a young man, still in his thirties. He is the author 
of "The Last Frontier" about the Cheyenne Indians, and "The Unvan- 
quished," the novelized life of George Washington. Now with "Citizen 
Tom Paine" he easily ranks as one of America's leading historical novel- 
ists. At present, he is working for the Office of War Information.

Now that our dogs have gone to war, a good collection of dog 
stories is bound to strike a sympathetic chord in many a heart. Anyone 
who has ever had a dog of his own, or ever dreamed of having one 
some day, will cherish "The Fireside Book of Dog Stories" edited by 
Jack Goodman, a Book-of-the-Month Club book-dividend for May 
and June. 

Among the most famous dog stories in this volume are "Bashan" 
from "A Man and His Dog" by Thoma<, Mann; "For the Love of a 
Man" from Jack London's "Call of the 
Wild"; "Verdun Belle" by Alexander 
Woollcott; "The Voice of Bugle Ann" by 
MacKinlay Kantor; and "Lassie Come- 
Home" by Eric Knight.

It is 
unfortunate that there can be no com- 
panion piece, set down by the dog, to 
complete the picture. He has not yet 
learned to communicate his thoughts to 
paper. But give him time. The planet has, after all, barely cooled off."

Gov. Martin Urges 
Public to Help 
Drive on Old Cars 

Governor Edward Martin today 
urged Ponnsylvanians who own 
worn-out automobiles, no longer 
useful for transportation purposes, 
to send them to the auto grave- 
yards during the month of June. 

A junk-the-jalopies campaign is 
to be conducted in Pennsylvania, 
Maryland, Delaware and Virginia, 
under the direction of the regional 
and district offices of the War Pro- 
duction Board, in an effort to ob- 
tain additional iron and steel scrap 
to keep the steel mills operating at 
capacity throughout the summer 
months. 

Pennsylvania, which leads all 
other states in the production of 
war materials, must continue its 
aggressive salvage efforts," said 
Governor Martin. "There is a need 
for additional iron and steel scrap 
to keep our war plants in opera- 
tion, and, as we go about the state, 
we see many abandoned cars, which 
have outlived their usefulness. 

"Kvery old car that is not being 
used for transportation should be 
sold to the auto graveyards during 
the month of June. These junked 
cars arc dismantled in the grave- 
yards, the motors broken up and 
the bodies compressed into steel 
bales for use in the open hearth 
furnaces of the steel mills.

Chairman Roberts, in an appeal 
to the Salvage Committees of the 
Councils of Defense to cooperate 
with the War Production Hoard, 
said:

At the present time 
a jalopy '« turned into scrap in 
less than 4X) days on a national over- 
all average, though the War Pro- 
duction Board has asked for 60 
days Karly last year there were 
estimated to tie 1.500.000 jalopies 
in the graveyards. By the end of 
last November, there were less than 
275.000. In the meantime, almost 
3.HO0.O00 nt her jalopies have gone 
through the graveyards and have 
been turned into scrap." 



New Bill Permits 
Servicemen to Drive 
Without Renewal 

For the duration of the war, 
persons serving In the armed 
forces of the United States need 
not renew their motor vehicle op- 
erator's license, Frank E. Ballan- 
tyne, General Manager of the Au- 
tomobile Club of Philadelphia- 
AAA has announced. 

This "freezing" of the driving 
privileges of men and women in 
the service is one of the results of 
the enactment of a bill sponsored 
by the AjVA clubs and 177,000 mo- 
torist members in Pennsylvania," 
Mx. Ballantyne said. "In addition, 
the law signed by oUvernor Ed- 
ward Martin earlier this month 
establishes a .simplified procedure 
by which service men and women 
can obtain post-war driving cards 
without taking another examina- 
tion or paying an additional learn- 
er's permit fee. 

"Introduced by Heps. Charles H. 
Brunner, Jr., of Montgomery Co. 
and Kdwin Bwing, of Allegheny 
Co.. the new law automatically ex- 
tends for the duration of the war 
the operator's license of service 
men and women who held a valid 
Pennsylvania licence during the 
year, or the year before the war. 
In which they entered the armed 
forces of the country. Subject on- 
ly to the restriction that their pre- 
servlce license has not been revok- 
ed or suspended, it extends them 
the privilege of operating motor 
vehicles on Pennsylvanit highways 
when in the State on leave or fur- 
lough, or for any other reason. 

"The Brunner-Kwlng law 
achieves the double purpose of 
permitting qualified service men 
and women to drive their cars 
when off duty in Pennsylvania and 
enabling them to obtain post-war 
license renewals without unneces- 
sary expense or red tape. Simul- 



taneously, It makes certain that 
theee privileges are available only 
to persona physically and mentally 
capable of operating motor ve- 
hicles. 

"The new law not only extends 
for the duration of the war the va- 
lidity of current (1948-44) or 
1942-43 licenses but revives and 
extends licenses Issued in prior 
years to persons who entered the 
armed forces earlier in the war or 
during the pre-Pearl Harbor per- 
iod of national defense. This re- 
sult is effected by the provision 
validating and extending the li- 
cense Issued to any person in the 
armed forces "for the license year 
in which he or she entered such 
service or for the license year Im- 
mediately preceding his or her en- 
trance into such service, which li- 
cense has not been revoked or sus- 
pended.' 
1 "After the war, or upon the hon- 
orable discharge of service men and 
women, the y can renew their driv- 
ing privileges by making a sworn 
application before a magistrate, 
alderman, or justice of the peace 
within 60 days after their dis- 
charge, in such cases, the law 
requires that the service man or 
woman shall have a certificate of 
honorable discharge and shall not 
be physically or mentally incapaci- 
tated at the time of application for 
renewal. If the certificate of 
honorable discharge reveals that 
Injuries were sustained during ser- 
vice, the application must be ac-
